He said his invention 
wes More practical because of the 
extremely low voltage required. 

At the same time, he announced 
that he had combined the thermo- 
phone with a photographic process 
to produce talking motion-pic- 
tures, in which the finest sounds 
of the human voice and musical 
inetruments could be feproduced, 
with utmost fidelity and aynchr>- 
nized perfectly with the action on 
the screen. He predicted that the 
invention would revolutionize the 
motion-picture industry. Previous- 
ly. he said, “talking movies” con- 
sisted simply of running a tatk- 
ing machine while the picture wae 
being flashed on the screen. 

Expressing doubt that the ul- 
tra-audible microphone could be 
used to practical advantage in re- 
cording insect sounds, and vibra- 
tions of the human heart, because 
the high voltage might endanger 
life, Dr. De Forrest said he ha 
achieved the same results with 
only four volts of electricity.

HUGE GUN 
EVOLVED 
BY ARMY 


New 14-Inch Weapon is 
Believed Most Powerful of 
Its Type in World 


[BY A FP. NIGHT WIRE! 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Army 
ordnance experts have developed 
what they believe to be the heav- 
iest and most powerful gun of its 
type in the world. 

The new weapon is of the four- 
teen-inch, 50 caliber type. and is 
# post-war development. It is ca- 
pable of hurling an armor-piercing 
projectile of 1560 pounds for a 
distance of twenty-three miles and 
‘can be mounted on wheeled car- 
riages and drawn along railroad 
tracks. 

An electrical apparatus is pro- 
vided to lower the gun into posi- 
tion for passage through railroad 
tunnels and elevating it to firing 
position. 

The total weight of gun and car- 
riage is 700,000 pounds. 

One feature of the monster wea- 
‘pon is its ability to fire either 
'from its carriage upon the tracks, 
/or when rolled to a concrete em- 
| placement. For this purpose, 
wheeled supports are provided 
| whieh can be removed within thir- 
_ty minutes. 
| Because of the great weight of 
,; the gun, War Department officials 
| believe some railroad bridges may 
not be sufficiently strong to carry 
| it across, and department officials 
‘have opened communication with 
railroad companies in an effort to 
have stronger bridges built in the 
future.

Ambassador Kellogg Won't 
London; Son of Frank 


Embassy; Pennsylvanian Leading House Athlete 


Have to Wear Knickers in

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.-—-Frank 
Kellogg, formerly Senator from 
Minnesota and newly-appointed 
American Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James, sailed for his London 
post fully convineed that he will 
not have to wear the court cos- 
tume of silk knickers made famous 
by Col. George Harvey. Ambas- 
sador Kellogg reached this grati- 
fying conclusion from what he 
saw at the White House diplo- 
matic reception. Like others in 
Washington, Mr. Kellogg realized 
that the diplomatic corps in Wash- 
ington has become less colorful— 
that the gold tiace, tinse) and 
flaming colors of prewar days have 
been diminished at least one-third.

Pair Escape in Car From 


Teller is Threatened With 
Nitroglycerine 


Two daring daylight hold-ups in 
a downtown Los Angeles bank and 
in the Southern Pacific station at 
Shorb, near Alhambra, yesterday 
netted three bandits $750 in cash, 
checks and express orders. 

A single bandit robbed a teller 


of the Citizens’ National Bank at 
Fifth and Spring streets of $500 by 
threatening to blow up the build- 
ing if he did not hand over the 
money and escaped before most of 
the large crowd in the bank was 
aware of his presence. 

Two robbers thrust a gun 
through the ticket window of the 
Bhorb station about 2:30 p.m. and 
compelled 8. F. Willard, Ucket’ 
agent, to hand over $250. With 
guns still threatening, the pair 
backed out escaped in an au- 
tomobile. 


BANDITS ESCAPE 

Hardly had they left ihe build- 
ing, however, before Willard had 
summoned assistance over 
telephone and Special Agent Mc- 
Carty of the Southern Pacific hur- 
ried to the scene and took up the 
chase. Deputy Sheriffs Hunter, 
Paplis, Cross, Catlin and Collins, 
in a fast car, left for the scene a 
few minutes after the robbery. The 
hunt through the afternoon and 
evening, however, was unsuccess- 
ful. 
The bandit at the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank entered the place at 
its busiest hour of the week. The 
time was ney minutes before the 
noon closing hour. 
of the tellers and the marble desks 
in the lobby were crowded with 
depositors who were turning large 
sums of funds over to the bank 
for safe keeping. Tellers’ windows 
were stacked high with piles of 
currency, being handed out to de- 
positors who were drawing their 
weekly payrolls. And two uni- 
formed bank guards were weaving 
constantly through the throngs. 

SHOWS VIAL AND NOTE 

Behind one of the tellers’ win- 
dows was Robert W. Wiley, an em- 
ployee. He was preparing to turn 
a $25,000 payroll over to one of 
the depositors when he looked up 
from his work and saw a small, 
pale-faced man peering through 
the wicket. The stranger had one 
elbow resting on the window. Held 
in his fingers was a note, and 

ping out from the paim of his 
ee was a small vial filled with 
a whitish liquid. Teller Wiley 
read the note. 

“To save trouble or any acci- 
dents please hand out to me what 
currency you have in large bills or 
. @se go up with me and the rest. 
This bottle contains nitro-G. For 
your safety don't signal anyone 
until am e.” 

Such was the threat the note 
contained. 

“That man meant business," 
said Mr. Wiley later. “I had just 
broken a package of $500-—~in $5 
bills.

Mexico's experience with revolutions 


is one of the saddest chapters in the his- 
tory of the southern republic. 
a territory wonderfully rich in natural re- 
sources, the development of these resources 
has been seriously hampered, at times made 
impossible because the people of Mexico 
will not be content to settle their political 
disputes with ballots instead of bullets. 


Possessing 


In order that false reports concerning the 


present revolt may not mislead the Amer- 
ican people President Obregon bas wired 
to The Times a personal statement of ex- 


happily, have repudiated the treason of 
the evil military men and have given 
their moral aid to the government over 
which I have the honor to preside and 
whose chief effort is always toward 
transforming the huge {lliterate and ex- 
ploited masses into conscientious citi- 
zens, emancipated materially and spirit- 
ually, who must become the base of our 
future. greatness. 

Representative government can function 
efficiently only in these countries where the 
people are themselves imbued with the 
democratic spirit, where they are willing to 
abide by the decision of the majority. 

So long as powerful minority groups ex- 
ist that will draw the sword and attempt 
o rule by force whenever they are beaten, 
or likely to be beaten, at the polls there 
can be no stable government. 

Mexico is a land where every prospect 
pleases, but where the majority of the citi- 
zens have not yet attained that degree of 
education, intelligence, patriotism—that de- 
gree of temperamental poise which repre- 
sentative government demands. 

Democracy is more than a form of gov- 
ernment; it is a state of mind. For such 
a government to function the pepole must 
learn to practice restraint. They must

learn that principles are more important | 


than individuals, laws than men. 

More than ten years ago the Mexican 
peons and those of mixed race rebelled 
against a government that, while nominally 
democratic in form, was in reality a dicta 
torship. The hardships they endured 
seemed to them to have passed beyond the 
point of endurance. Revolts in the differ- 
ent States took a revolutionary form; and 
the revolutionists won. 

Since that time other revolutions have 
developed; one of which is still in progress. 
The reason for this last revolt is not to be 
found in the oppression of the masses, but 
in a dispute among individuals and groups 


as to what leader and party shall be ele 
vated to the Presidency. It assumes a per: 


sonal rather than a patriotic aspect. The 
spirit of revenge plays a greater part than 


devotion to country. 


Such a revolution is made possible by 


the fact that the great mass of the people 


undervalue the importance of the elective 
franchise. Ambitious politicians look upon 


revolt as a great adventure. They are more 
concerned with gaining supreme power than 


with the methods by which that power is 


secured. To them success carries its own 


vindication. They regard government as 2 


means to their individual ends. 


The Mexicans have yet to learn that high- 
er devotion to the public welfare. They 
permit personal animosities and the spirit 
of revenge to take precedence over national 


patriotism 

In a country where the people find no 
moral obloquy in rebelling against a govern- 
ment of their own creation the task of those 
who attempt to govern by constitutional 
means becomes extremely difficult, at times 
impossible. However wise, energetic and 
patriotic the President of such a republic 
may be, he cannot govern according to the 
law unless a respect for the law exists in 
the hearts of the people. 

Whoever is at the head of the Mezican 
government occupies a difficult, a hazardous 
position. Education along patriotic lines is 
the only remedy; and education is a plant of 
tardy growth. Steps must be hewn in the 
granite walls of ignorance and prejudice

New Circuits, Too, Brought 
to Efficient Point — 


Industry Now Settled Down! 
on Stable Basis 
In. reviewing radio developments 
during the past year, the important 
improvements in vacuum tubes 
stana at the top of the list. These 
were mostly in the direction of 
increased efficiency of operation 
and betterment of electrical char- 
acteristics. 
It is also interesting to note that 
during the year there was started 
in regular production a new tube 
of the highest power so far stand- 
ardized, and also the smallest 
tube requiring the least power ex- 
penditure in the filament that 
so far been made available to the 
public for radio receiving sets. 
The smallest standard tubes, 
UV-199 and C-299, operate with 
an expenditure of only 13 watts 
for the filament, which is of a new 
type and insures high electron 
emission, silent operation and 
long life. 
The development of the new 
filament made possible the re- 
modeling of tubes UV-201 and 
(-301, the previous standard re- 
ceiving tubes, so that only one- 
quarter the former amount of fila- 
ment power is required. At the 
same time the characteristics of 
the tube were changed so that it 
became a better detector and 
amplifier. 


LONGER LIFE 

The larger tubes of fifty and 260 
watt capacity were also improved 
by the use of the new filament, 
increasing the operating life and 
general efficiency. 

A transmitting tube of 20,000 
watts output was developed, oper- 
ating from a direct current source 
of 15,000 volts. The plate of this 
tube is the container and is de- 
signed to operate immersed in 
running water so as to dissipate 
the heat developed in the interior 
of the tube. . 
Many important improvements 
were made in the design and pro- 
duction of radio apparatus, the 
advance being especially notable 
in broadcast receivers. The pub- 
lic’s interest in has 
rapidly increased, and the demand

for apparatus has resulted in a 
number of new standardized styles. ; 


were made possible by the develop- 
ment of the new tu requiring 
only dry-cells for their source of 
power. This type of set was 
widely demanded early in_ the 
year, and many efficient portable 
and entirely ees re- 
ceivers were design and filled 
the need. 

Cireult developments came with 
great rapidity, the reflex and neu- 
trodyne being particularly popular. 
In the former, the tubes are made 
to do double duty, thereby reduc- 
ing the cost and upkeep. In this 
manner, radio frequency and audio 
frequency amplification are ob- 
tained with the minimum number 
of tubes. Often a crystal detector 
is used in the refiex circuits, elimi- 
nating another tube, and adding tc 
the quality of reception. 
The neutrodyne circuit is a 
simple multi-stage radio frequency

set with miniature condensers so 
connected as to neutralize the in- 


ter-electrode capacity of the tubes, 
and to permit of sharp tuning of 
the radio stages without oscillation 
taking place. 

Both of these types permit the 
use of loop antennae, thereby re- 
ducing interference and static, and 
are capable of long distance recep- 


on. 
The Armstrong regenerative cir- 
cult continues to be the most wide- 
ly used, and ig now being designed 
into sets of outstanding simplicity 
of control and reliable efficiency. 

In the realm of brvuadcasting, 
improvements have been made in 
addition to those affecting tube de- 
sign. The elimination of har- 
monics and sharpening of the 
wave to relieve the condition of 
interference and hetrodyning has 
been an important step.

CRIME RECORD 


Cited in Book 


American Federation 


A record of union labor in the 
United States during the last twen- 
ty years, with the colossal blunders 
committed by its leaders, and the 
crimes to which they have re- 
sorted, is a sufficient explanation 
of the steady alienation of Ameri- 
can public opinion from sympathy 
with the closed-shop idea.

day we have the means to pay for 
it, whereas eighty years ago the 
struggle to make ends meet _re- 
sulted in a lowering of standards 
of living to the bare necessities. 
The figures show that while the 
cost of such commodities as the 
workingman eS with his wages 
has increased 75 per cent since 
1843, during the same time the 
weekly wage earned has i

From this it is 
apparent that a very e part of 
the community life in those days 
was reduced to the fundamentals 
of existence—enough food to live 
on; enough clothing to keep from 
freezing: sufficient shelter to keep 
out of the rain, and people went 
without many of the things which 
we have come to consider not as 
luxuries, but necessitics. 

An interesting aspect of this 
analysis is that during the Civil 
War the prices of wages rose com- 
paratively slowly with the price@ of 
commodities; in other words, the 
capitalist, or manufactarer or dis- 
tributor got most of the ae 
of the increase in prices; on t 
other hand, during the World War 
wages in to a higher point 
than did the prices of commodities, 
and while directly the War was 
over the prices of commodities 
Gropped sharply, and have not re- 
turned, the weekly wage has con- 
tinued at a high point, and is at 
the present day higher than it was 
at the peak of war conditions. 

In other words, apparently dur- 
ing the Civil War, capital profi- 
teered at the expense of labor, 
while ip the World War, the worker 
reaped, and continues to reap, 
the benefits of a higher wage 
scale without a corresponding in- 
crease in the price of living. 


BIG INSURANCE YEAR 
November sales of ordinary life 
insurance in the United States 


amounted to approximately the 
same figure as October sales ac- 
cording to figures just published 
by the Life Insurance Sales [e- 
search Bureau of New York. The 
sales by companies doing approx!- 
mately 80 per cent of the ordinary 
logal reserve 
during November of this year to 
$480,227,000 of ineurance as com- 
pared to $403,682,000 of insurance 
in November of last year, an in- 
crease of 19 per -cent. This iIn- 
crease or a greater one was chown 
by al] eections of the country ex- 
cept the Western, Southwestern 
and Pacific sections. The Southwes- 
tern section was the only one to 
show an actual decrease during 
November of this year from No- 
vember of last. 

Sales during the eleven months 
ending November 30 amounted to 
$5,252,950,.000 of insurance as com- 
pared to $4,402,085,000 during the 
same period last year. The in- 
crease of the eleven months of 
this year over last is 19 per cent, 
the same as the incrase of Novem- 
ber of this year over November of 
last. Ordinary life insurance busi- 
ness in the country as a whole is 
running close to the records estab- 
lished early in the year. 

During November, of the eight 
sections into which the country has 
been divided by the ch 
bureau, three showed a greater !n- 
crease than the average for the 
country as a whole over last year. 
These sections were New England, 
the Central and West Central 
States. The Middle Atlantic States 
showed the same increase. Three 
others, the Southern, Western and 
Pacific sections all showed a 
smaller increase, and the South- 
western section showed an actual 
decrease of 8 per cent in Novem- 
ber, although for the first eleven 
months it is still 18 per cent above

Prices s Move to New High in 
Spite of Selling 
Changed Oil Outlook Makes 
Traders Happy 


Good Business Predicted for 
First Half of Year

Despite the fact that the mar- 
ket wae called upon to absorb 
a large volume of selling for the 
purpose of establishing tax losses 
and taking of profita by traders 
who carefully chose their stocks 
ig October, prices moved into new 
high ground during the past week, 
the average of twenty industrials 
at one time coming within 10 
points of the high of last March. 
Activity was largely centered in 
the oils, stimulated by further ad- 
vances in the price of Mid-Conti- 
nent crude. New highs were also 
made by individual issues as United 
States Steel Common and American 
Locomotive, while there was con- 
siderable irregularity in other sec- 
tions of the list. 

It was rather difficult to ex- 
plain the action of various stocks. 
On news of an increase in the divi- 
dend rates from an annual basis 
of $6 to $8, Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Common recently advanced 
from 88 to 94 3«4 and has since 
hovered around 93%, desPite the 
fact that similar utilities are sel!- 
ing around par. On the other hand, 
Computing, Tabulating and Re- 
cording, advanced from 77 to 86 
on rumors of a similar dividend 
increase and has since gained an- 
other 10 points. United States Steel 
Common remains firm and shows 
an upward trend on the expecta- 
tion that the dividend will be main- 
tained at 6 per cent with opera- 
tions at about 75 per cent of ca- 
pacity. 

Railroad etocks, known to be 
sound and paying a good rate of 
income, backed by sustained earn- 
am, power, are selling on a higher 
yield basis than many industrials 
which cannot boast similar attrac- 
tions. On the local exchange, Good-

seem fairly consistent with the 
rest of the market, without the 
back dividends, but if the 7 per 
cent rate is restored and occasional 
extra payments of 1 per cent or 
eo are made, there should be more 
activity In this issue. 


OIL STOCKS 

There can be no question abont 
the oll industry having turned the 
eorner some weeks ago. The de- 
cline in production and the sub- 
sequent advances tn the price of 
erude have materially aided the 
situation. It seems, too, that fur- 
ther advances are in prospect and 
higher quotations for California 
crude would come. as no surprise. 
The changed outlook has made 
traders very enthusiastic about oil 
stocks and prices have been »id 
up to such an extent that future 
benefite have been very largely 


discounted. When prices of stocks 
reach a level such as at present 
the investor is confronted by a 
problem which can only be an- 


| swered in one way. If he is desir- 


ous of catching the minor swings. 
then he can safely sell oi] stocks 
now in anticipation of buying back 
cheaper. If he is willing to hold 
for a long pull and go through 
a temporary declining movement, 
then present fluctuations can be ig- 
nored, 

Without doubt, the Investor can 
well afford to maintain a trading 
position in the oils as develop- 
ments to. date hardly justify some 
of the 20-point advances. As a 
matter of fact, vague rumors that’ 
insiders are buying are responsible 
for reckless bidding up of prices 
equally with the improved situa- 
tion. And. just as these rumors 
bring about price advances. 
likely that imereased production 
will prove equally potent In bring- 
ing about a temporary decline 
Any readjustment of technical 
market conditions will probably be 
accompanied by a temporary de- 
cline in the price of oi) stocks. To 
take advantage of it. stocks can 
be sold now and probably 
bought back lower down. 


OUTLOOK FOR 1924 

As a barometer, the stock mar- 
ket is now saying that business in 
1924 will continue good for at 
least six months, but the biggest 
boon to be hoped for is a restora- 
tion of normel conditions. Few 
industries anticipate feverish ac- 
tivity, but all expect a comfortable 
volume of trade. New building te 
scheduled at a rate consistent with 
the past year. The iron and steel 
trade has fair prospects. The au- 
tomoblile output is expected to to- 
tal 4,500,000 machines. Thig 
means a somewhat larger business 
for tire and accessory manufac- 
turers. Incidentally, a price ad- 
vance of 10 per cent on tires is 
looked for. The copper trade is 
expected to improve. The public 
utility field offers inviting possi- 
bilities. Money continues cheap 
and plentiful and bonds should 
sell higher. The outlook for specu- 
lative stocks as a group is some- 
what doubtful, but investment i«- 
sues, mainly bonds which are in- 
fluenced by banking and monetary 
conditions offer strong attractions.

medicinal eure for cancer, but 
there is a remedy, which can save 
many thousands of lives that are 
being lost today if the victims 
would only learn to avail them- 
selves of it in time. I refer to 
surgery. More than that, I believe 
that cancer can in some meastire 
be prevented, but that is some- 
thing the people must do for them- 
selves. Doctors cannot do it.” 

“What can surgery do?” 

“If a cancer is cut out as soon 
as it appears, a patient has an ex- 
cellent chance of living out his 
normal life. Surgery is the only 
really effective weapon which we 
have today and where it fails it is 
neually due to the fact that the 
victim of the disease has delayed 
too long.” 

“What about radium?" 


RADIUM SELDOM CURES 


“Radium and X-rays are very 
useful in treatment and no doubt 
in many cases aid in retarding the 
tumor’s growth, but they cure but 
few cancers. Of course, we still 
know very little about either ra- 
dium or X-ray, but we are making 
steady progress in..édnvestigation 
and there is always a possibility 
that they may have greater cura- 
tive value than is apparent today. 
However, as far as our present 
knowledge goes I can only repeat 
that radium is not a satisfactory 
eure for all kinds of cancer and 
certainly does not replace surgery. 

“You say that cancer can be pre- 
vented. How can that be done?” 

“By cleanliness and simple liv- 
ing.” aald Dr. Wood, with a very 
emphatic gesture. “Cancer is not a 
germ disease. it is caused by con- 
stant irritation of some part of 
the body, most commonly of the 
mouth or stomach. In the case of

causes is lack of proper atten- 
tion after childbirth. If the people 
generally would follow a few sim- 


ple rules of hygiene | am con- 
'vineed that there would be a very 


great diminution in the actual 
number of cancer cases as well as 
a great failing off in the num- 
ber of deaths from the disease.” 
I asked Dr. Wood to formulate 
these rules, which he did: 
“Keep the body ecrupulously 


mouth and teeth. 
“Never neglect a cut, burn, 
bruise or any similar slight in- 


jury. 

“Avoid highly spiced foods and 
any food that is very hot or very 
cold. . 

“If a sore develops on any part 
of your body which does hot heal 
quickly, coneult a competent phy- 
sicilan and if it proves to be can- 
cerous, have it cut out imme- 
diately. 

“Men and women about the age 
of 560 who begin to lose weight 
and . develop signs of anaemia 


should lose no time in having an | 


examination made to determine 
whether a cancer is developing in 
the stomach. 

“If you think you have the symp- 
toms of a cancer, do not worry 
but immediately see a good phy- 
sicilan who will cure the worry by 
showing you that you have no 
cancer, It is better to worry, how- 


ever, than to neglect a cancer, 
because no one dies of worry and 
many die of neglected cancer.” 
SYMPTOMS INDEFINITE 

| | asked Dr. Wood if there were 
any characteristic symptoms which 
| preceded a cancer. 

| “No,” he replied; “at least none 


,that we have thus far been able 
ito determine. An important thing 
to remember about this disease is 
that it very rarely develops in per- 
sons under 40. This is virtually a 
disease confined t6 middie life and 
in the great majority of cases ap- 
pears between the ages of 45 


“There is a pular idea.” I sug- 
gested, “that ‘vertain articles of 
food predispose toward cancer.” 

“Rubbish,” said Dr. Wood, 
“There is not the slightest evidence 
that diet has anything to do with 
cancer, except to the extent that 
I have mentioned in regard to 
highly seasoned food which irri- 
tates the stomach. The best proof 
that diet has nothing to do with 
it ia the fact that cancer is just 
as prevalent among the rice eat- 
ers of india as among the meat 
eaters of Afmerica and Northern 
Europe. Some people also have 
an idea that cancer is a disease 
of civilization. There is no veetige 
of truth in that. Cancer ia not 
only common to people of all 
races but is found among lower 
animals as well. It is a universal 
plague.” 

“Are foreign countries making 
Any more progress fighting it than 
America 7" 

“No, It is a common battle for 
mankind in which the medical pro- 
fession of all countries is present- 
ing a united front. It ie not a 
question of trying to outstrip one 
another but a common cause in 
which we are all giving-our best 
for the sake of humanity.”

Furthermore 
it hae only been moderately suc- | 
cessful as an opera, and the real 
interest lies in the original story. 

Superficially opera would seem 
suit well the shadow drama, be- 
cause music always plays such a 
large part in the presentation. One 
can easily imagine bullding a score 
for a picture say like “Faust,” 
right out of the Gounod, themes, or 
those of Berlioz or Boito, not to 
speak of one of the several “Faust” 
symphonies or tone poems. 

An exact reproduction of an op- 
eratic subject would nevertheless 
not mean much, unless some way 
were found of circumventing the 
lapses in the drama that are bound 
to occur, because of the importance 
of music in opera.

WHY THEY DO IT 


Scenarioist Explains Limitations in 
Translating Plays to Screen 


The student of dramatic con- 
struction can find much that is in- 


teresting whenever he sees ~a 
screen adaptation of a stage play, 
because comparison will reveal the 
limitations of the two mediums of 
expression. Albert Kenyon, well- 
known scenario writer, pointe this 
out in explaining the process of 
translating a dramatic piece from 
the footlights to the films, as he is 
doing at the present time with 
“The Monster,” Crané Wilbur's 
stage success, which will soon go 
into production by Roland West. 
As in the case of “Bavu,” the 
Universal picture which Al Kenyon 
also adapted, the process of sce- 
narization of “The Monster’ in- 
cludes the addition of what will 
finally be about three reels of the 
finished picture in order to plant 
the characters and motivate the ac- 
tion. Then, with the background 
established in the spectator’s mind, 
the screen play proceeds pretty 
much as the stage play, with minor 
differences in technique.

THIS FUNNY BUSINESS 


Harold Discourses on the Importance of Being Earnest 
in Endeavor to Tickle Public’s Risibilities 


“Being funny is a serious busi 


ness. This remark has been made 


before and is likely to be made again.” declared Harold Lioyd the 


pther day when discussing the gift 


of being funny. “Since no one has 


ever denied it, we may safely assume that it ts a fact. It is also a fact 
that a man must not take himself too seriously, even under the provoca- 


tion of making a funny picture. 


That sometimes results in calamity. 


“For years a distinction has been 
made between the so-called se- 
tious Grama and comedy. This 
an unfair classification. There is 
potting more serious in life than 
the production of a comedy that 
attains its purpose of making peo- 


est doubt that more effort goes 
into the making of a high-grade 
comedy than is incorporated in 
the production of some of our 
biggest screen offerings. 
“Right from the start the com- 
producer must of necessity 
scecept a lot of grief that does not 
fall to the dramatic producer. A 
@ramatic feature is produced from 
a carefully prepared script, which, 
in the hands of a competent di- 
fector, is a detailed map of the 
entire picture. In our case we never 
work from a script. We provide 
ourselves with the basic outline of 
story, but the actual comedy is 
corporated as we jp as 
pituations develop and lend them- 
peives to ‘gags,’ by which 1 mean 
the incidental pieces of business 
that make the situations funny. 


NO COMEDY PLOTS - 

“Various estimates have been 
e@ by scholars as to the num- 
r of. basic plots possibile in the 
Grama, and the numbers range 
from seven to thirty-five. However 
that may be, it is said by those 
who’ are supposed to know that 
gli drama, both stage and screen, 
be based on one of those 
ts or a variation thereof. From 
is it may easily be seen that 
the producer of drama has some- 
thing to fall back on. The preducer 
of high-grade comedy has no such 
pafety net; he can’t fall back on 
engthing. The public demands that 
@ comedian funny, and they 
not consider him funny unless 
‘i original. They are quick to 
@etect any attempt on his part to 
work his old stuff over again, and 
they retaliate by refusing to laugh 
gt his worn-out bag of tricks. When 
mudiences refuse to laugh at a 
comedian he finds himself in the 
position of the bathing beach life 

saver who can't swim. 

“Comedy grows no more fro 
the things that might happen than 
™m the things that actually do 
appen. The things at which we 
Wegh the loudest are things with 
whieh we are familiar. In reading 
the Greek and Latin classics in 
our school deys we frequently 
came upon passages which the in- 
gtructor informed us represented 
the “kéen wit and humor of the 
eathor. It was well to label them, 
for ‘we would never have recog- 
nized them as laugh-provoking ob- 
perVations. The reason for that 
wis the fact that they dealt with 
people, times and conditions long 
since dead and gone, and with

“SECRETS” 
ROMANCE OF 
LIFETIME 


Charming Play Dominated 
by Margaret Lawrence 
Into Second Week 


It would be hard to imagine a 
more romantic story than that of 
“Secreta.” in which Margaret 
Lawren will begin the second 
week of her engagement tonight 
at the Majectic Theater under the 
direction of Tom Wilkes, by ar- 
rangement with Sam H. " 

The presentation of this brilliant 
, New York star and this delight- 
ful comedy drama by Rudolf 
Besier and May Edginton may 
justly be termed 
event of the preserit season. The 
‘play is a splendid opus for Miss 
Lawrence’s comprehensive talent 
as an actress with its prologue, 
three acts and epilogue, extending 
over a period of fifty pears. 

The prologue takes place in 
1922.

Her parents come fo tell 
her of reports of an impending 
divorcee scandal, in which her hus- 
band is to be named co-respond- 
ent. but she surprises them by 
telling them she knows all about 
it. The “woman in the case” calls 
on her, and is alsO surprieed to 
find that she knows everything, 
and in the midst of the scene her 
husband comes in and she de- 
mands that he give her the de- 
talls of his peecadillos. It winds 
up in his telling her that despite 
his unfaithfulness she is the only 
woman he has ever loved or ever 
will love—and she suggests that 
they begin all over again.

Most of the articles in that 
great chest of tools that man's 
inventive genius has contrived 
were invented by the insect 
world before he fashioned the 
first.

Saws, pliers, brushes, augers, 
hooks, hammers, knives, lancets

tools are in the insects’ remark- 
able chest. Nature attached 
them to the insects’ bodies-——to 
the legs, to th» head, to the 
abdomen, wherever they were 
needed. They are made of 
chitin, a material that, unlike 
the metal tools of man, resists 
the action of water and the 
miider acids. The insect tool 
chest is truly complete, one of 
its wonders being the closeness 
of the resemblance of the ar- 
ticles it contains to the tools 
that man has been so long in 


fashioning.—[Popular Science. 


JAPAN’S REGENT 
WEDS IN MONTH 


Superstitions Cause Date to 
be Advanced 


Prince is Highly Popular 
With Subjects 


Pair Are Democratic and 
Very Industrious 
(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVH DISPATCH) 
(Copyright, 1923, Public Ledger.) 

TOKIO, Dec. 29.-—The long-de- 
ferred wedding of the Prince Re- 
gent and the Princess Nagako Kuni 
probably will take place in the 
closing days of January. The wed- 
ding was to have been early in 
February, but the plan was al- 
tered, as any day after February 


3 is believed unauspicious, accord- 
ing to an ancient tradition in Ja- 


nh. 
vaThe change also is due to the 
consideration that the first three 
days of the month are closely as- 
sociated with the terrible days fol- 
lowing the earthquake and fire in 
September, and the minds of the 
public would be filled with present- 
iments of another disaster if the 
firet three days of any month were 
chosen for the celebration of a 
nationa] festival. 

With the approach of the wed- 
ding the Imperial Household De- 
partment is busy in preparation for 
the event. The department has 
appointed six ladies-in-waiting for 
Princess Nagako, among whom are 
two commoners, a departure from 
the old court custom in Japan. 


PRINCE DEMOCRATIC. 

The prince has long been an ob- 
ject of admiration and respect in 
Japan, not only because, he is the 
future emperor, but becaus of his 
democratic spirit and broad inter- 
est in the affairs of his Bubjects. 
He is interested in public gather- 
ings, and always attends the larg- 
er ones whenever it is possible. At 
field meets and athletic games he 
always makes speeches emphasiz- 
ing the importance of physical 
culture for the well being of the 
nation. His attendance at such 
meetings is characterized by a 
simplicity unknown in the history 
of the imperial family. 

The prince always is in keeping 
with the spirit of the times, so that 
bureaucratic and aristocratic offi- 
cials holding antiquated ideas often 
are embarrassed in affairs concern- 
ing him. One incident occurring 
last summer shows his democratic 
tendencies. When he was at Karui- 
vawa two wives of university pro- 
fessors courtisied him, and the po- 
lice guard scolded the women for 
having approached the august 
presence too closely. 

The prince immediately rebuked 
the police and dismissed them 
from his entourage. 


PAIR INDUSTRIOUS 

Industry is another outstanding 
quality of the prince. Before vis«- 
iting places of note or interest he 
invites scholars and gecientists to 
deliver lectures concerning the 
-_“ and in other ways seeks to 

* wellinformed on history and 
conditions tn order to enlarge his 
outlook. Since the earthquake the 
prince has invited experts on seis- 
mology to lecture to him on sev- 
eral occasions, and he has been 
studying various -phases of the 
earthquake's offect. in addition to 
reconstruction of the capital. 

Princess Nagako also is inter- 
ested in the affairs of the people, 
and since the earthquake, has vis- 
ited several relief hospitals in va- 
rious sections of Tokio. She also 
is interested in all sports, and wa- 
tercolor and arts, and recently pre- 
sented to the Prince Regent a large 
watercolor showing the rising sun 
over the sea, which her Instruc- 
tors regard as a masterpiece. She 
also is well versed ‘in the com- 
position of poems. What seems 
most out of place in her sphere 
of interest is her study of the Jap- 
anese Navy. A navy department of- 
ficial recently was appointed to lec. 
ture to her on navy matters.

1GERMAN COURTS 
MAY SHUT DOWN 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH)

29.—Minister of 
Justice Emmipger announces that 
it may be necessary very soon to 
close the courts and open the 
prisons, as the Department of Jus- 
tice is without funds to pay wit- 
ness, jury and other fees or feed 
the prisoners. 

The Treasury promises at best 
only enough to run a skeleton ju- 
dictal system simplified to the 
bone. The Cabinet, therefore, is 
preparing an emergency edict 
eliminating until April 1 jury trials 
and the coadjutor judges who sit 
with the presiding judge In many 
German courts. The verdict and 
sentence will be rendered by a 
single judge unassisted. 

LAW MAY BE PASSED 

The system may be continued 
indefinitely for economy if the 
Reichstag assents to a regular law 
simplifying the system of the fore- 
going lines until German finances 
are adjusted.

The more jingoistic organs, like 
the Hochi and the Koekumin, con- 
demn the judgments downright. 
but at the same time a clear vein 
of despondency runs through the 
remarks made. “About two-thirds 
of the agricultural production now 
supplied to 100,000,000 Ameri- 
cans,” says the Hochi editorially, 
“are the fruits of the toil and moil 
of 50,000 Japanese. When waste 
lands were brought under culti- 
vation, plantations were improved, 
and the supply of agricultural 
products became rich, the services 
of the Japanese were forgotten and 
laws were devised to reject them. 
Thus, Japanese were forbidden to 
own land in 1913 and in 1920 they 
were even denied the leasehold of 
land for three*years, a privilege 
which they had enjoyed up to that 
time. The history of the Japanese 
struggles during the past ten years 
against this oppression and menace 
is written in bleod and tears. What 
they were denied by legislation, 
they endéavored to obtain by an 
appeal to the courts, and they 


fought their fight to the bitter end, 
though unfortunately they were 
disappointed at every turn. The 


validity of the harvest contract is 
admitted by many American jur- 
ists, and the Japanese authorities 
as well as the Japanese residents 
in America were very hopeful. The 
American Supreme Court ruled 
otherwise, however, and this hope 
has been shattered. The only pos- 
sible way to save some 560,000 
Japanese in America is by diplo- 
matic means, and we wonder 
whether the government will still 
refuse to extend a helping hand to 
our countrymen in America mere- 
ly because of its obsession that it 
should always follow a policy of 
harmony with American wishes.” 


HURTS AMERICANS 

The Jokio Nichi Nichi, a Liberal 
and progressive daily, declaring 
that the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, refusing the 
right of naturalization to Japanese 
merely because they are of the 
yellow race—which this paper bé- 
lievee is the only reason when their 
ineligibility for naturalization re- 
ceives the support of the Supreme 
Court—is sheer discrimination, and 
is a vital blow to the basic _ prin- 
ciples on which Americanism is 
founded. 

“Tmpartiality, unselfishness, equal 
opportunity and racial equality are 
virtues or doctrines which have « 
special appeal Aor Americans. 
Where ever they may stand in other 
respects, the Americans 
hitherto stood conspicuous ss 
earnest advocates of these princi- 
ples. In fact American was found- 
ed on these fine principles and her 
national life is rooted in them, too. 
Now Japanese subjects resident in 
America can neither adopt Ameri- 
can nationality nor own land, the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States, whose decision in such mat- 
ters is final, having recognised the 
validity of the anti-Japanese laws 
framed by California. Anti-Japa- 
nese Americans have thus won the 
day, and for the Japanese in 


to naught. while their future has 
become very precarious. It is 
America herself who derives the 
greatest benefit from granting 
land-ownership to the Japanese, 
and anti-Japanese laws of this sort 
will in the end injure American 
interests most. We still hope that 
a juster solution of the problem 
will be found.” 

The Kokumin, which fluctuates 
between jingoism and  ultra-Lib- 
eralism, dubs the recent decisions 
of the United States Sapreme Court 
“manifest iniquity on the part of 
America” and calls them the “fin- 
ishing touch to the antl-Japanese 
enactments which have for their 
object the expulsion of all Japanese 
from the western coast of, the 
United States.” 
goes on to deplore the alleged 
apathy on the part of the Japanese 
in their homeland when, so the 
paper says, “a strong support at 
home for our suffering fellow- 
countrymen on the other side of 
the Pacific Ocean ts what those 
unfortunate Japanese are thirstling 
for. This apathy affords a strong 
and striking contrast to the effusion 
of sentiment against America in 
the Meiji era whenever any wrongs 
were done to Japan.” 

Continuing, the paper declares 
that the Japanese people are over- 
whelmed with gratitude to Amer- 
ica for the great sympathy, ma- 
terial as well as moral, which she 
displayed during the recent catas- 
trophe, and adds that there are yet 
many things for which American 
sympathy and aid will be neces- 
sary, such as.the supplying of 
goods and the flotation of foreign 
loans. “This consideration, how- 
ever,” the paper continues, “must 
not debar Japan from asserting 
her legitimate claims, which are 
vital to the interests of Japan, as 
well as to those of the Japanese 
living in America.” The paper be- 
lieves that the matter cannot be 
made a diplomatic issue, but ad- 
vises the Japanese to record a 
unanimous protest against the re- 
cent decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court on the ground that 
“gratitude for sympathy shown is 
one thing, while to lodge a firm 
protest against injustices is an- 
other.”

$2.194,000,000 shows an increase 
in ten years of more than 217 per 
cent, or an average increase of 
31.7 per cent per year. 

It is in the State and local levies 
that the tax curve has shot up- 
ward without-exception evrey year 
since 1913, the association's study 
points out. The increase here over 
the last ten-year period according 
to the most accurate available 
counts of revenue collections is 260 
per cent. 

And who pays the taxes? Not the 
holders of intangible personal 
property, the study shows. Not, of 
course, the holders of tax-exempt 
securities. 

STEADY DECLINE . 

The greatest exemption from a 
just share of tax payment comes 
in intangible personal property, the 
association investigation discloses. 
No accurate estimates can be made

MORE WATER NEEDED 

Since Orange county’s water sup- 
ply must be increased to take care 
of the thousands who are com- 
ing in each month to find new 
homes, and to supply the new cit- 
rus and walnut groves, the prob- 
lem has caused a great deal of 
concern to those interested in the 
county's welfare. One means of 
supplying this need is seen in the 
Santa Ana River, which each year 
sends a great volume of water in- 
to the ocean.

INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON 


Hk joy of the early comers to Califor- 


nia in the ‘5s upon finding black 
walnuts growing along the creeks 
from the Lower Sacramenta clear south, 


“on gave Way to disgust as the nut meats 
were found to be meager and the trees so 
stnall and limby ax te render the wood al- 
Most Useless for cabinet work. To this day 
it is mainly a* a soil-holder or as fire- 
weanl In its native habitat, though nursery- 
men find that seedlings of the California 
black walnut form the finest disease-resisa- 
tant stock on which to graft the soft-shell 
“bnglish” sorts. it grows along many 
twenty to forty miles from the 
cust, amd occasionally occurs in the Sierra 
In the coast canyons--along Wal- 
hut Creek in Contra Costa county for ex- 
smple- its rich green marks the course of 
the stream for long distances, growing from 
iwenmty to fifty feet high. The leaves of 
this tree are what are called “compound,” 
that Is, they are formed of leaflets in pairs 
tlopg a central axis or leaf stem, each leaf. 
‘et looking like a complete leaf, but central 
axis and all falling in the autumn. The wal- 
nut leaves and the green bark of the small 
branchlets have a sharp pungent odor. The 
old bark of the main trunk is very dark and 
cut into deep ridges, while the newer bark 
uf the main branches is gray. This time of 
yeur the bark ix the best character by which 
tu identify the tree, and the little leaf scars 
in groups on the younger wood also help. 
Then, too, one may find a few nuts that the 
“uitrels have overlooked—though this is 
not likely and surely there will be a lot 
uf the blackened hulls. In the spring the 
cathins help in identification. 

Along creeks in either coast or Sierra 
canyons one finds the sycamore, white- 
barked and, except when growing in a deep 
canyon, sprawling lazily over the landscape, 
The wood of the sycamore is rather brittle 
and underweight of leaves or in heavy, wet 
storms branches break off, leaving the 
sturdy trunk to send out new sprouts. Then, 
in the spring, on these new shoots and the 
branches that did not break, come the large 
leaves suggestive of grape leaves, only 
slightiv deeper cut. Promptly a fungus 
Krowth attacks these first leaves, killing 
ulmost every one, marring the beauty of the 
tree and forcing a second-leaf crop. This 
forms a good shade, not too heavy, the joy 
of the camper because not as cold as a dens- 
er shade and yet not hot like the open. The 


of any other tree, being an open cluster 
vo” three or more balls about three-quarters 
of an inch in diameter. 

’' There is just one timber ash In Califor- 
hia, sometimes known as the Oregon Ash, 
though found from Puget Sound to San Ber- 
nardine, both in coast range and western 
Sierra canyons, along streams and in the 
open. The leaves are compound, with five 
to seven yellow-green leaflets, fuzzy under- 
neuth. The two sorts of bloom occur on 
separate trees, only one forming the hang- 
ing clusters of winged seeds. Like the 
eastern ashes this tree forms in its rapid- 
crowing new shoots a tough, elastic timber 
much valued by wood-workers, and once 
much seught for wagon tongucs.—W. T 
Shinn, U. 8. Forestry Service. 


Pianting Orange Trees 

Orange and lemon trees with balls of 
earth around the roots should be handled 
carefully and planted with burlap left 
uround the earth, which soon rots. Do not 
break the ball of earth. Leave a basin 
around the tree and fill with water. When 
the earth is dry enough to break up fine 
cultivate carefully and irrigate every ten 
duys or two weeks, antil they begin to 
grow; after that irrigation is a matter of 
weather conditions, but never allow trees 
to suffer for water. For first three or four 
Pezations make a basin around the tree 
so that the ball of earth will be thoroughly 
foaked, causing the roots to become estah- 
lished in the soil. Cultivation should be 
thurough to prevent ground from baking 
Set trees from one to two inches deeper 
than grown im nursery. The best time to 
plant is during the spring months, but balled 
trees may be planted successfully through- 
out the year. 


Ants Protect Plants 

Species of acacia in Africa and Mexico 
are especially Mable to be ravaged by cater- 
pillars, leaf-cutting ants and other pests; 
#0 they develop and put into practice a won- 
derful scheme. Long thorns hollow to serve 
ax nice cosy homes for a certain little ant 
who is a good fighter. To secure the full- 
ext co-operation the tree manufactures nec- 
tur and a little pear-shaped body of which 
the ants are very fond. So these ants, find- 
ing a home and food provided for them, 
take full advantage of their good fortune.

Kikuyu Grass 

Grass under the name of Kikuyu has 
found its way to California, to be used 
mainly as a stock food, although recom- 
mended for lawns. In Australia it hax been 
much used and one correspondent writes: 
“At this time of the year many ure cun- 
sidering the possibility of putting down «a 
lawn, which always improves the appear- 
ance of a garden. Kikuyw grass, which was 
popular at one time, has been found fo be 
too deep rooting, and too much inclined 
to spread. It makes a beautiful lawn, if 
constantly cut, but it takes possession of 
the entire garden. One man told me a story 
of Kikuyu in his garden which sent roots 
under his house and across the street, and 
then proceeded to form a lawn in someone 
else’s garden. He and his neighbors are 
using stern measures now to destroy every 
atom of Kikuyu.”

azure blue. Cestrums and lochromas come 
from the lands of avocados and flower red, 
white and blue, in spite of their foreign 
birth; but each species is of but ome color, 
in clusters of long, tubular blossoms. Cis- 
tus, the rock roses, are closest in appear- 
ance to the wild single roses of anything 
we grow and, because of the resemblance, 
are freely planted. Choisya is called Mexi- 
can orange by reason of its nativity and 
close relationship to the orange of com- 
merce with its large flowers and sweet per- 
fume. Coprosmas hail from distant New Zea- 
land and are grown largely for foliage, but 
such foliage! The species, Baueri, has dark 
leaves that glisten as though freshly pol- 
ished with transparent varnish. Coronilla 
is a graceful fountain-like shrub with bluish 
leaves and small, yellow, butterfly flowers. 
Cotoneasters have been noted once, in gen- 
eral, but there are several species of wide 
range in foliage and some variance in color 
of the abundant clusters of berries that last 
throughout fal and winter, Crataegus 
closely resemble cotoneaster and Many can- 
not distinguish “ other from which?" 

Dendromecon is a mouthful, bat is a na- 

tive Californian, the only tree or hard- 
wooded-poppy plant in the world. Will 
grow in dry gravel on hillxides or in gravel 
stream beds, but six inches shove moving 
underground water, a genuine yellow Cali- 
fornia poppy on a bluish, willow-Hke shrub. 
Duranta, the “gokien dew drop,” because of 
its racemes of yellow berries, ix still more 
handsome during the summer months when 
covered with a liberal sprinkling of deli- 
cate sky-blue flowers. Every tjme one 
prushes against the dwarf Diosma a “breath 
of heaven” permeates the air surrounding. 

Eleagnus is known as the silver berry, 
literally “16 to 1,” sixteen silver berries 
within the space of a dollar; even the flow- 
ers have a silvery exterior; should be called 
“Billy Bryan.” Ericas are heaths and have 
more flowers to the square foot of surface 
than any shrubs we grow, ranging in color 
from white to purplish-pink with black an- 
thers. The Escallonias are large shrubs 
irom South America with bells of white or 
pink hung among leaves of varnished sheen. 
hugenias have fine flowers and finer ber- 
ries, the latter for the part edible, 
with foliage so fine the plants are often 
used for hedges. 

It will not do to further describe shrubs 
for we could go on to the end of the alpha- 
bet, Slling columns with favorable descrip- 
tion. Consult plant catalogs and gain a 
knowledge of the glories of this bright gal- 
axy. And with the «hrubsxs may be found 
foliage plants, like Chinese rice-paper plant, 
New Zealand flax, cycads, dwarf palms and 
bamboos and a host of material wherewith 
to build tropical jungles. 

The clinging vines must not be forgotten 
in our ecstacies over shrubs, for we have 
scores with lovely delicate foliage to trace 
upon wood or stone, and lovely mantles with 
which to cover arbors or olscure unsight- 
ly objects or structures. Shade-giving, flow- 
erlng and towering trees have alxo been 
passed by, though needed everywhere, for 
we still wish, in the main, to “Say it with 
shrubs.”

Insect Enemies 

N the nature of an “eye opener” to Call- 

fornia agriculturists and those interested 
in the land was the recent estimate 
showing the approximate annual loss to 
field and orchard crops within the State 
from insect pests, prepared by T. D. Ur- 
bahns, entomologist of the California De 
partment of Agriculture. The loss, estl- 
mated, $26,651,900, is rather staggering to 
consider when one is told that the total 
California production for field and orchard 
crops in 1922 was $397,820,000. Figures com- 
piled by the same authority reveal that 
California farmers and fruit growers spend 
approximately $11,000,000 a year for insecti- 
cides, labor and spraying and dusting and 
fumigating machinery in their constant 
battle against insect enemies. That makes 
a total of almost $40,000,000 lost annually 


on account of the depredations of the 


“bugs.”

ENVIABLE POSITION MAINTAINED 
BY SOUTHLAND’S AGRICULTURE 


BY ROSS 


HE agricultural producers of Southern 
California have reason to be optimis- 
tic over the prospects for the New 

Year for agriculture as a whole has shown 
more convincing symptoms of recovery in 
the past twelve months in this favored re- 
gion than in any other part of America. 
Following is a review of some of the prin- 
cipal agricultural activities of the section: 
The region’s principal agricultural indus- 
try, that of citrus-fruit growing, had a 
fairly profitable year, the largest crop in 
history being disposed of with tittle loss in 
marketing. The total California crop, 
largely produced in the Southern part of the 
State, for the citrus growers’ year (October 
31, 1922, to October 1, 1923.) was 50,966 
cars of oranges and grapefruit and 8741 
cars of lemons. The California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange, which handled 75.8 per cent 
of all citrus fruit shipped from California

growers of the Golden State received $71,- 
007,705 for their total citrus crop, which 
had a delivered value of $105,486,506. 

One of the marked developments in the 
citrus industry during the past year was 
the heavy movement of Valencia oranges, 
which received a setback early in the sea- 
son, but recovered later. Shipments of this 
variety exceeded those of navels, Lemons 
proved to be the most profitable of citrus 
fruits during the year. California grapefruit, 
due to a heavy crop in Florida and the in- 
creasing production in Arizona, did not sell 
so very well. Late in the year, a reduction 
in freight rate, designed to save many 
thousand dollars a year to California grow- 
ers, was effected through the efforts of the 
California Citrug League. 

The deciduous fruit growers of the south 
did not fare so well as the citrus orchard- 
ists. Due to the heavy carry-over of canned 
fruit, especially of small sizes, canneries 


during the 1922-23 season,-reports that

did not buy a great quantity of apricots and 
peaches, and only the fruit which was up 
to a standard size set by them. The apricot 
crop was large and ran to small sizes, con- 
sequently many growers were unable to 
dispose of their crops. A large quantity of 
fruit was dried, but so far no report has 
been made on the sale of it. On account of 
unfavorable weather during the blooming 
season, the peach crop was light and some 
canneries did not open for them, necessitat- 
ing the sale of a great deal of fruit fresh on 
the open market. 

According . to figures compiled by the 
Southern California Canners’ Bureau, the 
Southern California apricot pack for the 
season was approximately 325,000 cases, ag 
compared with a pack of 955,000 cases in 
1922. The peach pack, too, was very light, 
totaling approximately 400,000 cases, com- 
pared with 1,931,000 cases in 1922. Canner 
ies handling vegetables during the season 
packed around 400,000 cases of tomatoes, 
200,000 cases of tomato products, 110,000 
cases of spinach, 7000 cases of pumpkin: 
and 10,000 cases of string beans. The South- 
ern California canners also packed $5,000 
cases of pimentos and 35,000 cases of 


The olive crop in the southern part of 
the State was light, in contrast to that th 
districts north of the Tehachapi, where 
exceptionally heavy yields were reported. 
J. J. Hoey, secretary of the California Olive 
Association, recently announced that the 
olive crop of California would total 20,000 
tons, half of which has already been canned. 
He also reported that the oil mills are busy 


for this use. 


VEGETABLE DEALS 


Vegetable growers of Southern California 
experienced a good year, generally speak- 
ing. The two big Imperial Valley deals, the 
movement of the canteloupe and lettuce 
crop, were both fairly profitable, as were 
other specialties moved from the Valley. 
Tomato growers, especially those who 
planted fall tomatoes, did not make out soe 
well on account of the mild weather in 
the East, which cut down the demand from 
markets there. The pri®es of greenstuff on

Many shrewd business men and bankers 
of the valley are doing everything in their 
power to encourage dairying, and to edu 
cate the growers to exercise caution in the 
crops.” 
One banker shipped in a car load of good 
bulls from a distant and famous dairying 
State and sold them to dairymen at cost 
and on easy terms. The dairyman seems 
to have no trouble in getting a loan at the 
bank, in case he needs a little money to 
buy a new registered bull, or to enlarge nis 
herd of milk cows, but this is not so true of 
the producers of cotton, cantaloupe and 
lettuce, important as these crops have beén 


One argument in favor of dairying that 
is often overlooked is the _ sofl-enriching 
process that goes with it. Grain and vege 
table farming exhaust the soil, but not so 
dairying. A dairy ranch, if planted to al- 
faifa, is always in demand by vegetable 
growers on account of its fertility, and it is 
made so by the humas and nitrogen put into 
the soil by the alfalfa, augumented by the 


While summers are hot here, the winters 
are moderate, and warm barns for stock 
are not required, although these are an ex: 
Many val 
ley dairymen, however, are of the opinion 
that some kind of adequate shelter against 
the cold west winds, and occasional rain 
storms that visit the region in the winter 
time, are as necessary as shade in summer. 
These periods of bad weather are not of

frequent otturrence, but when they do 
come, the dairymen at once notice a falling 


off in milk and butterfat production. The 
kind of shelter required, however, need npt 
be costly. 

The County Board of Supervisors, recog- 
nizing the importance of the dairy indus- 
try, arranged last year for a third member 
of the Agricultural Extension Service force, 
Vv. W. De Tar, whose sole business is to 
work with the dairymen in an effort to en- 
courage and build up the industry. His 
first work was to make a survey of the 
dairy busimess in the valley. This has been 
done, and the report submitted reveals a 
number of interesting facts. 

RESULTS OF SURVEY 

The statement is frequently made that 
few Americans are engaged in dairying 
here, the business being in the hands of 
foreigners, principally Swiss, Italians, Hol- 
landers and Portugese. This is a mistake, 
as the survey shows that Americans out- 
number all others, there being 4136, as 
against 222 of all other nationalities, includ- 
ing Swiss, Portugese, Italian, French, Bel- 
gian and Japanese. The survey corrects 
another erroneous impression, namely, that 
dairymen are nearly all renters. There are 
314 dairymen in the valley who own their 
own ranches, and 344 renters. Silos to the 
number of 73 were reported in the sur- 
vey. The number of registered cows was 
found to be 376: the number eligible to 
registry, 189; grade cows, 21,189; number 
of cows per herd, 32.9; number of heifers, 
8843: number of heifer calves, 6652; nym. 
ber of bulls, 863. The number of acres 
planted to silage crops is given at 516. 
Other crops raised by dairymen are as 
follows: alfalfa, 33,660 acres; barley, 2019; 
stock beets, 22; Sudan grass, 1600; Rhodes 
grass, 167, corn, 3694; oats, 226. The num- 
ber of milking machines in use was found 
to be 40. The above tabulation is not com. 
plete, as only 658 of the more than 900 
per7mee in the valley answered Mr. De 

r’s questionnaire. 

A cow-testing association was organized 
im December, 1922, by Mr. De Tar, and 81 
herds numbering 2346 cows, have been 
tested on an average each month for eleven 
months. The cost to the dairymen is from 
16 to 21 cents month per cow. Im- 
perial county’s 900 dairymen, with their 


plentiful. Cauliflower shipments during the 
season 1922-23 were about the same as the 
year beiore, and experienced growers made 
money rom their effort. Developments of 
fnote in the vegetable industry during the 
year included the taking out of production 
of a tremendous acreage of vegetable land 
around Los Angeles that was turned over 
to subdivision purposes and the opening up 
of new acreage in San Diego county, where 
large irrigation projects have been com- 


pleted. 

Vineyardists of Southern California did 
not suffer loss from mildew, as did their 
contemporaries in the central part of the 
State, and marketed ther crop at a profit. 
Early table varieties from the vineyards of 
Imperial and Palo Verde valleys were espe 
cially well received’ and a great deal of 
enthusiasm is being shown in increasing 
the acreage planted to them. 

WALNUT MEN PROSPER 

The walnut growers were = the 
most fortunate of agricultural ucers 
during the past season. They marketed their 
crop with no difficulty, receiving good prices 
for it. Carlyle Thorpe, general manager of 
the California Walnut Growers’ Associa- 
tion, which handles a large portion of the 
California crop, reports that the yield in the 
State would total 23,000 tons, and that it 
graded high in quality. Through efficient 
handling. packing and marketing methods 
the 1923 crop is said to have been almost 
entirely sold, that in the face of stiff com- 
petition from imported. nuts. The almond 
growers of the State are also market 
a large vrop this year, reporting that 7 
tons of the 8900-ton crop have alreday been 
sold. The California Almond Growers’ As- 
sociation has begun a campaign to secure 
more members, so that it may be able te 
be sure of better prices for its product. 

DAIRY INDUSTRY SECURE 

Of all the agricultural activities in South- 
ern California, dairying has proved to be 
the most secure and one of the most profit- 
able over a period of years, from a stand- 
point of capital invested. The past year has 
seen an increase ia the value of the induq 
try and the improvement of many herds, 
Pure-bred cattle are increasing in numbers 
in the herds and, due to cow testing, both 
and purebred production is being 
ra 

So, with that feeling of security which 
goes with the knowledge that a good foun- 
dation has been agriculturists of 
Southern Callfornia are planning for a 
better year for 1924, not forgetting that 
there are still many problems at hand to 
be solved and that the strength of the seo-

“Little by little our range is being re- 
stricted, for building is going on so rapidly 
all about us that we have had to subdivide 
our holdings, but we are arranging things 
in such a way that the turkeys will have 
ample room. Just now they have about 
two and one-half acres of open range. 
“Besides the Reds, we will save twenty 
selected Bronze hens and two fine males 
for breeding. The eggs are hatched in an 
incubator, which we have found to be the 
most practical method. The entire front of 
our brooder house is of glass and it has a 
southern exposure, which makes it warm 
for an early-hatched flock. The building is 
divided into three compartments, in which 
the young poults are segregated according 
to age. Last spring we secured a 90 per 
cent hatch and rushed the birds right 
through, so they would reach the fall and 
winter market in prime condition. Our 
birds are never coddled in any way. The 
good range and clean quarters, and the 
abundance of green food, shells and mineral 
matter combined with their regular rations 
has been found sufficient for their needs,”

VERSATILITY OF MILK

The exact 
amounts of these ucts that can be made 
from 100 pounds of milk varies with the 
richness of the milk in fat and other solids.

HAFPTER.—The high price the cotton 
S crop has brought the farmer this year 

has quite captivated the agricultural 
world, and sent its head to spinning. As ‘a 
consequence, many farmers in planning for 
next year’s crop, are asking themselves, 
“Shall I?” or “Shall I not?” 

Judging by the large area of land that has 
been leased and bought in cotton-growinz 
districts, it looks as though there would be 
many affirmative answers. Just how wise 
this decision is will be divulged when the 
story of next year’s cotton crop is told. 
— now the predictions are very fav~r- 
able. 

The first cotton Beed was planted in 
Kern county in 1916. In 1917 two acres was 
It was merely an 
experiment, and was in charge of W. B. 
Camp, a cotton expert employed by the 
government. H. A. Jastro of the Kern 
County Land Company “loaned” the land 
used. The experiment proved such an “eye 
opener” that cotton was planted commer- 
cially in 1918 In that first commercial 


KERN COUNTY GROWERS AGAIN 
LEANING HEAVILY TO COTTON 


ed, twenty pounds of selected seed was 
planted in 1922, on three and one-half acres, 
from which six bales of cotton were picked. 
From seed selected from that three and one- 
half acres, sixty acres of cotton was plant- 
ed for the purpose of increasing the pure 
seed strain. Next year’s seed will be taken 
from this sixty acres and 2000 acres of this 
selected seed will be planted. In turn, the 
seed from the 2000 acres is expected to pro 
duce enough pure seed for the planting of 
cotton for the entire San Joaquin Valley. 

It is interesting to note that cotton plant- 
ed from these select strains brought one 
to two cents premium over all other cotton 
from the buyers. The Government Expert 
ment Station works in co-operation with 
the farmer in raising his cotton just as it 
helps the grower of fruits, alfalfa or any 
other crops. 

As stated at the beginning, heads have 
become dizzy over the big prices cotton has

Mr. Camp says that while i is true 
that the San Joaquin Valley is an ideal 
place for cotton, a word of caution is in or- 
der. He urges the grower to make sure 
his ground is level and free from alkali or 
hard pan, and that there is plenty of water 
for the crup. He also advises that every- 
one plant early enough. That will take 
care of everything but the market; guess 
ing at markets does not always pay.

This is one of the tanet- 
ble results obtained by the cow-testing as 
sociation, now nearing the end of the first 
year of its activity; another is the steady 
increase in butterfat in association herds.

The culls are being elim- 
inated regularly and sold for beef, while 
the profitable cows are retained. Thus the 
valley dairy herds are being gradually built 
up to higher standards of production. 

The matter of feeding, a very important 
factor in dairying, is also being studied. 
Results here also show an increase in bai- 
terfat production per cow and this justifies 
the hope that another year of effort ander 
the association's siogan of “Feeding, Weed « 
ing and Breeding” will show even better 
fesults. 


MONTHLY REPORTS 


During the month of September, 71 herds, 
comprising 1975 cows, were tested. The 
average production was 561 pounds of milk 
and 23.2 pounds of butterfat per cow for 
the month. A cow belonging to A. Burger 
of Holtville was the highest prodheer, giv- 
ing 766 pounds of butterfat. He feeds al- 
falfa pasture, hay and grain. Of the 1975 
cows tested, 55 produced 40 pounds of buat- 
terfat each. One cow owned by each of 
nine dairymen belonging to the association 
tested more than 50 pounds of  butterfet 
during the month. Mr, De Tar says the re- 
sult for September was not up to the aver- 
age in number of cows tested nor in fe- 
sults obtained, and ascribes the falling of 
in butterfat to improper feeding. Speak- 
ing of the September report, the farm- 
bureau man says it emphasizes the necessity 
for better methods of feeding during hot 
weather. 

During the month of October, 77 herds, 
numbering 2207 cows, were tested. The ev. 
erage production for these 2207 cows was 
630 pounds of milk and 25.9 pounds of b'- 
terfat, representing a substantial increase 
over the September average. The highest- 
producing cow tested this month was also 
Mr. Burger, who also bad the 
largest herd average and the largest num- 
ber of 40-pound cows. Of the 2207 cows 
tested, 183 produced 40 or more pounds of 
butterfat. Unprofitable cows to the num- 
ber of 27 were culled during October. If 
these dairymen continue to dispose of their 
low-producing cows and give the extra feed

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BRAWLEY MIDWINTER CLASSIC 
REFLECTS VALLEY’S PROSPERITY 


BY R. R. BENSON 


RAWLEY.—wWith a comprehensive dis- 
play of farm products, reflecting the 
wide range of agricultural development 

in Imperial Valley, the Third Annual Braw- 
ley Midwinter Show, held here December 1?- 
15, was considered an excellent presentatiou 
of this region's agricultural resources. The 
exposition, staged under the auspices of the 
local Chamber of Commerce, drew a large 
attendance from all parts of the county, as 
well as many visitors from the coast. Aside 
from the worthy display of local products 
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the exhibits at the show indicated an in- 
creasing enthusiasm for three types of farm- 
ing activity in the valley: dairying and live 
stock in general; orchard and vineyard 
crops adapted to the soil and 
mate, and the growing of early vegetables 
for shipment into the markets of the coun- 
try. These industries have already proved 
to be profitable ones and stand for perma- 
nence and stability. 

The very practical nature of the exhibits 
was a general characteristic of every de- 
partment. In the dairy department the 
three breeds common to the valley were 
represented in about their respective im- 
portance: Holsteins, Guernseys and Jer- 
seys. The animals shown were not of that 
“show-ring” type which has caused such di- 
versity of opinion between commercial 
dairymen and breeders who think of show- 
ring class alone. They were taken from 
the valley's better-milking herds, and, with- 
out especial grooming except such as to 
make them presentable in the ring, were 
judged upon the basis of their productive 
merits. The same was true of the hogs, 
which were chiefly of the Duroc Jersey 
breed, with a promising showing of Ches- 
ter Whites. In the poultry department, 
where there is so often a surplus of fancy- 
bred birds, there were full representations 
of all the breeds of economic importance on 
imperial Valley farms, with only a small 
showing of the Bantams and fancKx types. 
Fruit displays were also remarkable in this 
respect, the largest and most attractive ex- 
hibits being those actually packed for ship- 
ment to special markets in the Christmas 
trade This same practical turn applied 
also to the industrial booths. 

The newly organized departments of live- 
stock husbandry and agronomy assumed at 
once the prominence in the show's program 
which their importance in the valley's 
scheme of farming warrants. In no other 
department was such hearty co-operation 
shown as among the exhibitors of live 
stock. 

Interest in the newly organized agronomy 
department turned particularly to the dis- 
Play of field crops loaned by the Cuff-Ar- 
chias Seed Store and the sorghum varieties 
exhibited by the University of California's 
Meloland Experiment Station. Special em- 
phasis was placed upon the cotton indus- 
try, the exhibits covering all stages of 
growth and manufacture of the fiber, as 
well as the by-products. Exhibits loaned by 
several valley firms covered these phases 
of the industry. Need for the selection of 
pure seed and the maintenance of the purity 
of cotton strains was emphasized in the 
exhibit of the extension service. 

All departments of the show were well 
represented and well received. That the 
exposition Was a success in every way 
speaks well for the spirit of co-operation 
in the valley. Responsibility for the dis 
plays in the various departments was vested 
in the following: Citrus fruits, Chris West- 
gard; vegetables, J. C. Archias; live stock, 
Walter Havekorst; poultry, Jay Bickford; 
dates, W. S. Childs; agronomy, W. C. Bellis. 

“Fair Week” offered opportune occasion 
for gatherings of stockmen and farmers. 
On December 13 fruit and vegetable ship- 
pers were in session dealing with problems 
of the standardization of lettuce shipments 
and of systematic marketing. On the eve 
ning of that date stockmen gathered in 
banquet at the Dunlack Hotel, Baxter Love- 
land of the fair committee presiding. The 
visitors were welcomed by Mayor E. W. 
Cuff and responses were given by the 
judges, E. M. Hughes and Robert Miller of 
the animal husbandry division of the Uni- 
versity of California,; by Secretary W. W. 
Van Pelt of the Southern California Pure 
Bred Live Stock Association, and by How- 
ard Miller of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Aside from the ordinary activities at the 
judging ring the live-stock committee 
staged a live-stock parade and carried on 
two contests which attracted considerable 
interest to the dairy department. There 
were a butterfat test of five cows from the 
Warne and Sons (Holtville Highline) herd 
and an open contest in the rating of four 
cows as to their butterfat production for ten 
months. Classes in live-stock judging from 
the high schools of Brawley, El Centro, 
Holtville and Hemet met in competition at 
the judging ring, with final scores showing 
Holtville in the lead with 1217 pounds, 
Brawley next with 1150, followed by Hemet

California Department of Agriculture, re- 
cently announced that the condition of the 
California potato crop can never be im- 
proved unless more care is taken in the 
selection of seed.

INCREASED ACREAGE 
IN EARLY BERRIES 


BRAWLEY—It is rather hard for some 
folks in the East (and even in some parts 
of Southern California) to visualize some 
of the winter-gardening activities practiced 
in the Imperial Valley, known as the “Win- 
ter Garden of the World.” Here soil and 
climate are particularly favorable for early 
vegetables, fruits and berries. 

Although cantaloupes and lettuce have 
been the principal crops in point of acre- 
age and volume of produce shipped, the 
growing of early strawberries promises to 
be a profitable fndustry in the valley. Ac 
cording to growers the acreage has in- 
creased from seventy-One acres in 1922 to 
347 in 1923, the plantings including both 
the Klondyke and Excelsior varieties. The 
berries of the latter variety ripen in Novem- 
ber and bear well into March, when the 
Klondykes come on in volume and last 
through the summer and into the fail. 

Shipments of strawberries from the Im- 
perial Valley start about January 10. This 
year, with the added acreage, all of which 
will bear some fruit, the number of cars 
shipped out will be greatly increased. It is 
reported that the Imperial Ice and Devel- 
opment Company plans to precool the ber- 
ries so that they will hold up better in ship- 
ment, assuring a better market for them. 

To handle the berries without damaging 
them a new crate or tray has been designed 
for shipping the fruit. Usually the berries 
are packed in trays that hold fifteen bas 
kets, but due to the length and the weight 
of the filled baskets the slats of the tray 
sagged and bruised the berries beneath. 
The new crate is made shorter than the 
common one, and of heavier materials, and 
will hold only twelve baskets. Last year 
the yield was estimated to have averaged 
around 900 trays to the acre, but, on ac 
count of the fact that the plants were 
thinned and‘ cared for more efficiently this 
year, a heavier average is expected. 

Heretofore, local distributors say that 
the bulk of the crop has been marketed in 
the larger Pacific Coast cities, but this year 
an effort will be made to establish markets 
in all parts of the West. Shippers say that 
they will try to popularize early combina- 
tion shipments of strawberries and aspara- 
gus, such as are shipped from Louisiana 
early in the year. 

For the local market berries of the Ex- 
celsior variety are picked all through the 
winter, from November until March, and 
Impérial Valley residents are able to have 
fresh strawberry shortcake for their Christ- 
mas dinner. At the recent Brawley Midwin- 
ter Show an exhibit of strawberries of this 
variety attracted a great deal of aitention, 
afd, according to local dealers in plants, 
resulted in the placing of many orders for 
the Excelsior berry plants. They say that 
almost all of the plants for the; Imperial 
Valley are grown in Arkansas, and shipped 
here in special packages for planting. 

The price of land close to Los Angeles 
and the activities of the real estate subdi- 
viders there are reported to have limited 
the possibilities for increasing the acreage 
now in strawberries, with the result that 
the industry in this section should be in a 
position to supply the berries needed in ex- 
cess to those grown around Los Angeles, as 
well as all the earlier berries consumed 
there.

SAYS BOILING WATER | 
“DOES THE BUSINESS” 


SANTA BARBARA—‘For codlin moth 
use scalding water in liberal doses,” says 
Horticultural Commissioner Eugene 8S. Kel- 
logg of Santa Barbara county. This pre 
scription, properly applied, resulted in re 
ducing the loss to the 1923 walnut crop in 
Carpinteria Valley from 20 per cent as 
sustained in 1922 to 6 per cent this year, 
Commissioner Kellogg declares. “This sav- 
ing,” he adds, “will be a substantial one, 
for the walnut growers of the valley actu- 
ally lost $50,000 in 1922 through the ravages 
of the codlin moth.” 

Recognizing the serious situation which 
faced the growers the commissioner under- 
took a thorough study of the problem pre- 
sented, finally deciding that if every tray 
and every utensil used in the walnut har- 
vest were placed in scalding water, and 
if this were followed by a general cleaning- 


of cleaning up the groves amounted to $9000 
and each grower was assessed his portion. 
Of this amount $6000 represented cost of 
materials and $3000 labor. The trays were 
dipped at a cost of 10 cents per tray. 
“We have found that our equipment is 
rather too heavy,” explained Commissioner 
Kellogg, “and recommend that growers 
make their own dipping vats, which need 
only be slightly larger than the tray, hold- 
ing sufficient water to cover it. Such a vat 
can be made with a sheet-iron bottom and 
redwood sides. The fire can be built under 
the vat, without damaging the redwood, 
and by this means the water can be main- 
tained at the boiling point as the trays are 
dipped. The cost is slight. I consider 
this dipping of the trays the miost impor- 
tant part of the control, for it is in the 
crevices of the trays that the eggs of the 
moth are carried. The moth lays 100 eggs

In the fall of 1922, after the crop had 
been harvested and the growers had figured | 


out their big loss, the commissioner de- 
signed a water vat, to be carried on wheels, 
and supplied from a boiler. This was rolled 
from one grove to another, where all the 
trays were dipped, every implement being 


treated likewise, and the walnut sacks being | 


put through a mangle filled with scalding 
water. 

The walnut house was sprayed and distil- 
late was sprayed into the bins which could 
not be dipped and this was followed with a 
general cleaning-up of the orchards. Every 
effort was made to let no moth escape, and 
the results of this systematic campaign 
were shown this fall with the large cutting 
down of the losses to growers. 

The process of elimination was carried 
out again this year, and the dipping vat hes 
been in demand. The moth has appeared in 
a few places in Goleta Valley and the 
growers there have been dipping all their 
trays, sacks and implements. The commis- 
sioner says that he considers this use of 
scalding water the most important line of 
attack against the pest, and, in the case 
of Goleta Valley, he says he does not be 
lieve it necessary to go to the. expense of 
ees because the infection there ig

importance should be attached to the clean- 
ing up of every worm and moth possible.” 

Every walnut tree in the Carpinteria sec- 
tion is sprayed. As there are two hatching 
seasons the commissioner advises spraying 
both in the fall season and again in June. 
Three weeks of June comprise this spray- 
ing season. 

“The codlin-moth pest is a problem in 
many walnut-growing sections,” Mr. Kellogg 
says, “and unless prompt measures are 
taken to control it the walnut crop of the 
State will suffer immensely. The pest 
spreads rapidly, once it gains a foothold. 
{I believe in preventative measures, and this 
dipping is the best plan so far devised. I 


the codlin moth has not as yet appeared, 
for it is a safeguard which the importance 
of the walnut-growing industry in Califor- 
nia justifies. It is also an inexpensive meth- 
od of control.” 


BETTER MARKETING 
GOAL OF FARMERS 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Farmers' organiza- 
tions are being formed in nearly all Arizo- 
na agricultural sections, with the expecta. 
tion of bettering marketing conditions. The 
Salt River Valley now ts well organized, 
with associations handling the major farm 
products and dealing as a whole with buy- 
ers. The latest organization of this kind 
is a vegetable and produce growers’ associa- 
tion, temporarily headed by J. J. Gould 
president of the Maricopa County Farm 
Bureau, with A. J. Freeland as secretary. 
At the initial meeting were representatives 
of each of the nineteen local farm bureaus 
of Maricopa county. Large profit has been 
found in growing early vegetables, but this 
is only where care has been used in mar- 
keting. 

The Arizona Horticultural Society 
has also been recently formed with Wil- 
liam Thompson of Glendale, president, and 
Frank Gilbert of Casa Grande, secretary 
Efforts are to be made by this body toward 
standardization of fruit produced in the 
State and toward better methods for ifs 
disposal. 


WHEAT AREA DECREASED 

The preliminary estimate of the acre- 
age planted and intended to be planted to 
winter wheat in California for the 1924 
crop is placed at 691,000 acres, or only %5 
per-.cent of the area planted for the 1923 
crop by Federal State Statistician FE. BE. 
Kaufman. He attributes the decrease in 
acreage to better prices received for the 
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1923 barley crop as compared with wheat 
and also to the drought conditions through- 
out the State, which have prevented plow- 
ing and early seeding.

MODESTO.—A departmental plan of or- 
Sanization has been worked out by the Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service of Stanislaus 
county, which differs from the former Farm 


Bureau plan in that it ties in a marketing 
organization as a third co-operative party. 
Such a department has been organized and 
perfected by the dried-peach and fig pro- 
ducers of the Stanislaus County Farm Bu- 
reau. A poultry department is being »orca- 
nized along the same lines and additicnal 
departments may be formed by the pro 
ducers of other commodities. 

The plan is fairly simple, according to 
the bureau officials. In all those districts 
or centers in the county where dried peach- 
es and figs are grown commercially, com- 
mittees were chosen. through.either special 
or farm-center meetings. The various rep- 
resentatives thus selected were called to- 
gether and a county department was orga- 
nized. Officers were elected and by-laws 
adopted. 

A director of the commodity marketing 
Organization wes made a member of the 
executive committee. It happened that the 
head of the department Was elected a di- 
rector of the California Peach and Fig Grow- 
ers’ Association. He thus serves in a two- 
fold capacity. 

When the program of work of the depart- 
ment is planned for the year there are 
present three interested parties: the farm 
adviser, representing the college of agri- 
culture of the University of California; the 
Farm Bureau and the commodity market- 
ing organization. 

The plan, as it has worked out up to the 
present time in Stanislaus county, is said 
to have brought about a better understand- 
ing on the part of the growers of what 
the marketing association is trying to do 
and to have given the marketing association 
a closer contact with the grower and his 
problems. It has afforded the Extension 
Service an opportunity to assist not only in 
production activities but in solving eco 
nomic problems. 

The executive com nittee of the depart- 
ment, which includes representatives elect- 
ed from various ce fers, meets once 4a 
month at-a regularl: appointed place and 
time. A member of he marketing associa- 
tion always is present to discuss some 
phase of the organization of marketing 
problems, in addition to the regular busi- 
ness of the department. At the last meet- 
ing, held at Modesto September 28, a joint 
committee was appointed to work out & 
program for the State Peach and Fig Insti- 
tute, which is to be held at Modesto in Jan- 


uary. 

i. T. Clark of Modesto is chairman of 

the department. The executive committee 
has fifteen members, all of whom belong to 
the Farm Bureau and the California Peach 
and Fig Growers’ Association. Five meet- 
ings have been held since last May, when 
the department was organized. 
The chairman of the poultry department 
is not a representative of the Poultry Pro 
ducers of Central California, but Fred Bart- 
lett, who is a director of that organization, 
meets with the department and represents 
the marketing organization. The vine de 
partment is headed »y John Halford, who is 
also chairman of the advisory department 
of the Sun-Maid Raisin Growers. Plans for 
a canning-peach department to follow the 
same lines are now being considered.

And nuts—-walnuts and almonds find con- 
ditions to their liking here, while home 
plantings of chestnuts and pecans have 
been demonstrated to be a success. 

The great number of excellent grapes that 
can be grown by the family with some 
ground to devote to them will be a revela- 
tion to anyone who will look around a little 
or consult a nurseryman’s catalogue. The 
Southern Californian who wants the old 
Concord and Catawba grapes and ot iers 
they used to grow “back home” can have 
them, just as he can have a host of va- 
rieties, gathered from all over the world, 
that he never dreamed of until he came to 
the Golden State. 

And when it- comes to berries the South- 
land does not have to take second place to 
any of them. Berries, in interesting va- 
riety and in quantity sufficient to meemJ gs 
demands of the table and of the housewifely- 
yearning for preserved fruit, may be grown 
in the home garden or orchard. There is 
no better permanent planting for the fence 
row. 

Now is the time to plan the home-or- 
chard planting, whether the ground avail- 
able be that in a city backyard or an acre 
or so in the suburbs. Right after the holl- 
days planting time for California and the 
Southwest, generally, will commence. It 
is better to plant early and give the trees 
and bushes a cood start toward productive 
growth.

A FAMILY DELIGHT 

3 BY A HOME OWNER 
ith the rapid increase in the number of 
homes being built in Southern California 
there has come a great stimulus in the de- 
velopment of the home grounds, both from 
an ornamental and from a utilitarian point 
of view. There are many, subtropical-fruit 
trees and shrubs admirably suited for this 


dual purpose, provided due consideration is 
given their particular climatic requirements 
and special cultural treatment. 

Because of its unusually high food value 
the avocads is one of the most worthwhile 
fruits to grow in the Southern California 
home garden. By choosing varieties care 
fully, fruit may be had throughout the en- 
tire year. For the average home place, in 
any but the most favored sections, the thin- 
skinned Mexican type is preferred by many 
as tWe most satisfactory, since it is more 
hardy, the best varieties standing about as 
much frost as the orange. In the warmer 
parts of the lemon belt the thick-skinned 
Guatemalan race thrives and may »ve 
planted with reasonable safety. 

In the planting of young avocado trees 
the mistake is often made of mixing too 
much fertilizer in the soil used. Some well- 
rotted manure may be used in a very heavy 
soil at the bottom of the pit to facilitate 
drainage, but the incorporation of large 
quantities of this material or of commercial 
fertilizer in the soil around the roots of 
young trees causes an undue vegetative 
growth. This growth is often more rapid 
than is desired for strong framework devel- 
opment and probably defers the fruiting of 
the trees. 

Holes two feet square should be dug for 
avocado trees and top soil used to fill in. 
Shade should be furnished through the use 
of burlap screeus on the sunny side, until 
the tree has bec »me well) established. These 
protectors #!-o provide shelter from the 
wind, a v necessary precaution in many 
Southern California localities. The avocado 
tree is very brittle and, planted on the home 
place, it should be afforded as much protec- 
tion by the bouse or other buildings as it is 
possible to give it. 

The question of varieties is more or less 
problematical, for the industry is still in 
its early stages and the final word as to 
avocado varieties remains to be said. The 
variety committee of the California Avocado 
Association has been at work on recom- 
mended varieties for commercial plantings 
for some years and the recommen 
are of value in selecting trees for the 
home place. The association's list at the 
precent time contains the following var‘e- 
ties: Fuerte, Spinks, Dickinson, Sharpless 
and Fuebla, all of which, except the last, are 
of the thick-skinned Guatemalan race. ‘ihe 
Fuerte is intermediate in type between the 
thick and thin-skinned groups, being more 
hardy than the true Guatemalans and not 
having the thick, shelllike skin, but a thin- 
ner, more pliable one. Im addition to the 
Puebla there are other thin-skinned varie- 
tiee that are worthy or planting in the home 
garden, the Ganter and the Caliente being 
two of this group. For limited space the 
Lyon is particularly well a‘apted, but, be- 
ing a Guatemalan sariety, it cannot be 
xtrown in the most exposed situations. “lis 
variety comes into bearing early, grows up 
vertically with short side branches, and sev- 
eral trees can be placed in a limited area 
without crowding. In addition to the above 
several other new varieties are ander ob- 
servation and, doubtiese, should prove of 
value. Among these might be men’! 
tle Ward. Dutton and Durothes. 

The Japanese persimmon deserves « 
place in the home garden to add tast) anil 
color to the holiday table. The most wide. 
ly planted variety, commercially, is the 
Hachiya, which is superior to any of the 
others in size, shape and color, as well as 
flavor. The Fuyu. a new variety introduced 
by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, promises to challenge the place 
now held by the Hachiya, having the a/- 
Vantage of being nonastringent always, and 
of maintaining its clear, yellow flesh with. 
out turning dark. It is bright red in color 
and is a hea*y producer. Trees of this 
variety are still scarce. 

Space does not permit of the discussion 
of all the other subtropicals that might be 
mentioned. The average planter will want 
citrus on the place and oranges, lemons, 
tangerines and pomelos are all appreciated 
four family use. The loquat fruits in early 
spring when it will be hixhly appreciated. 
The useful olive makes a good border tree. 
The hardy feijoa, or pineapple guava, as it 
is misnamed, is attractive from an orna- 
mental point of view and producing [fruits 
of excellent quality, particularly suited for 
jellies and jams. The cherimoya, suited for 
the most sheltered locations, bears one of 
the most luscious fruits known in the fruit 
world. The sapote, of which there are some 
fine new varieties; the macadamia of 
Queensland nut; the shrubby natal plum 
and others are all worth while. There is a 
limitiess field for the plant lover who would 
take advantage of the possibilities for home 
fruit and nut production from subtropicals

Thousands of new gardens are to be 
builf in Southern California during the gar- 
dening season just now opening, and in 
this connection we would suggest, in all 
seriousness: “Say it with shrubs.” For it 
is through their intensive use that we may 
best frame the home picture. 

The front lawn should be left inviolate 
except for border plantations on the sides 
and, (if the property of the writer) across 
the front, to provide that protection, snug- 
ness, seclusion and priyacy without which 
no place is a home in the full sense of the 
term. Our plant depots so fairly teem 
with beautiful shrubs, in either foliage or 
flower, or both, that few private grounds 
are of sufficient extent to enclose all that 
the average plant lover would enjoy. 

Think what magnificent irregular belts 
of beauty could be bullt across the lawn 
front, except for the accursed decree of 
Dame Fashion that we should have none. 
The writer's garden has an informal bor, 
next the public walk, of abelia, myr‘ie, 
broom, cotoneaster, crataegus and pyracan- 
tha. The abelia blooms almost throughout 
the year—always a thing of beauty, covered 
with perfect little bells of pinkish-white. so 
true to form you can easily imagine them 
tinkling; the brooms are at times masses 
of golden glory; the myrtle, with fragrant 
foliage at all seasons, is abloom with star- 
shaped saucers of snowy-white or loaded 
with myriads of purple-black berries, the 
favorite food of feathered songsters. The 
cotoneasters, crataegus and pryacanthas 
are either snow-sprinkled with blossoms or 
ablaze with scarlet berries. Who would 
deny himself such beauties, ranging 
over the entire year, merely to have an 
open-front” lawn and a prim “look-at-me” 
type of garden that invites no one. 

But if you will have no front border we 
have no quarrel with you, still, say it with 
shrubs. Along the sides of the lot, from 
front to rear, and across the back we £0, 
in unbroken line, providing a boundary 
plantation for scores if the lot be large. 
And if the lot be large, niake the border 
informal, and, therefore, patural, by hav- 
ing more than one simple monotonous live. 
Plant in groups of one kind, in masses or 
clumps of three or five. Have hold points 
and deep bays to give varied character to 
the whole. Fill in and around the corners 
to give grace and ease of outline, also an 
atmosphere of protection or shelter against 
encroachment of storm, or man or beast. 
After this planting, back to the house we 
so, to fill in that harsh right angle formed 
by ground and house wall. Here shrubs may 
be disposed as in the garden border, big or 
little, few or many, according to space at 
command. In all planting have many 
kind rather than one each of many kinds. 
For our planting must be simple or it will 
not have dignity. 

Though living in a land of perpetual 
summer it is permissible, in the backyard 
only, to have a group of deciduous shrubs: 
they bear such lovely blossoms. 
almonds, cherries, crab apples, peaches and 
quinces suggest a fruit orchard, but these 
are ornamentals only, literal clouds of flow- 
ers in season, so odorous that the air. fair- 
ly reeks with fragrance. The Philadelphus, 
or mock orange, with its large. white be!'s, 
the snowy showers and plumes of bridal 
wreaths, the lovely lilacs of alluring per- 
fume, the “popeprn balls” of the viburnum, 
better known as “snowbalis;"” the pink 
showers of the crepe myrtle, all woo one to 
court the corner where, in wintry season, 
the beauties unmask or unfold. And even 
these do not complete the list of deciduous 
desirables, as any dealer's catalog will dis- 
close. 

and if these be many in kind, how may 
we adequately list the desirable evergreen 
shrubs, whose name is legion and whose at- 
tractions vary as from A to Z in the alpha- 
bet. For have not plant explorers ransacked 
the hitherto untrodden wilds that we might 
enjoy the best the earth affords? Let us 
begin alphabetically, lest too many of merit 
escape us: 

Arbutus, the strawberry tree, is at pres- 
ent loaded with globes of scarlet an 
ange, beautiful decorations for the holiday 
season, while in the “brown October days” 
it was draped with sprays of heather belis. 
For full shade we have few plants, yet the 
Aucuba, or g0ld-dust plant, thrives there as 
nowhere else, for only in leaves of un- 
bleached somber hue do the “gold” spots 
and specks shine at their best. Then come 
the Berberis, or barberries, with hollylike 
leaves, orange-yellow flowers, followed by 
holly berries of red, purple or black. Buxus, 
or box, is for foliage, which you may have 
in green, dark green, golden-variegated or 
gold-margined. For quiet, well-behaved bor- 
ders or small hedges they are unsurpassed.

Commences at Cassies several spectes, 
all with large, yellow, buttetcup flowers, 
borne in genuine profusion. Ceanothus, or 
California native “lilacs,” are essentially 
shrubs for the dry garden. After the first 
summer they ask not for drink of any sort, 
but thrive perfectly without care.

One con- 
dition affects carburetion materi- 
ally, while the other causes a loss 
of power, also burning and warp- 
ing of exhaust valve. | 
. Other complications resulting 
from setting the valves too close, 
are plugs fouling, valves sticking 
in their guides, the scoring of tap- 
pet rollers and the fiat face of 
mushroom-type tappets, irregular 
firing of cylinders, bucking and 
back-lash noises at low speed, 
rapid accumulation of carbon in 
combustion chamber, exhaust 
smoking and a lot of other condi- 
tions too numerous ta mention; 
and in the end, valves that are 
set too closely usually develop in- 
curable noises_as a result of scor- 
ing, requiring replacement. 

The above symptoms are often 
diagnosed as ring and piston

We have been accustomed to think of 
Japan as a tiny overcrowded island whose 
dense population was forced to overflow to 
broader lands.

time before that, Frederick Van 
Rensselaer Day, author of the famous 
Nick Carter stories, which used to 
sell by the millions, comm‘tted suicide in 
a New York hotel rather than accept a 
similar fate. 

These tragedies constitute an eloquent 
epitaph to the dime novel. Both these men 
rose to wealth and fame on the wave of 
dime novels that swept the country during 
“the last century. Their names wére well- 
known then and the characters which they 
created were as familiar to the Americans 
of that period as Andy Gump is to the 
Americans of today. Some of Harbaugh’s 
work, it is said, even attracted the favor- 
able comment of Abraham Lincoln, from 
whom he received a letter of congratule- 
tion. Then came a new invention, which 
Caught the popular fancy, and both men 
lived to see the extinction of their market. 

With the advent of the moving picture, 
the popularity of the dime novel rapidly 
declined until nowadays it is in the same 
Class of nineteenth-century curiosities as 
hansom cabs and whiskers. Occasionally 


such a volume is found in a second-hand . 


bookstore, but usually its price is no longer 
a dime but much more, because it is now 
in demand by collectors. The only place 
where dime novels may be viewed en masse 
is in the reference rooms of a few lbraries, 
where the attendants watch the reader 
carefully to see that he does not mar the 
filmsy pages. At the New York Publie 
Library, for instance, these classics of a 
bygone age—Nick Carter, Old Cap Collier, 
Deadwood Dick and the like—are regularly 
consigned to the tender mercies of the 
- game old-time fans, who have evidently 
failed to find the movie an adequate substi- 


Some time ago, the collection of the New 
York Public Library was greatly enlarged 
by the gift of Dr. Frank P. O’Brien, a New 
York physician, who presented the institu- 
tion with more than 1300 publications of 
the once-famous house of Beadle and 
Adams, together with some hundreds of 
specimens of their followers and imitators. 
For awhile these volumes were exhibited 
behind glass cases to large crowds of for- 
mer admirers, some of whom went about 
the room exclaiming joyfully over the fa- 
miliar characters pictured on the front cov- 
ers. Many of these books are now avail- 
able in the reference room, but they may 
mot be taken out of the building. 


The Dime Novel Moral 


E rise and fall of the dime novel is 
one of the most interesting features in 
the devélopment of American literature.

The sight of Old 
Glory in this outof-the-world retreat was 
inspiring. Camp was pitched for the night 
wires were 
hitched to towering pine trees, and the 
radio kept “open house” for us till late ina 
the night. 

Perched as we were above the one-time 
home of thousands of prehistoric cliff 


dwellers, the music from KHJ, at The Times 


in Los Angeles, the witticisms 
feminine announcer at the “Call of the 
North” station in Minneapolis, and the 
“Night Hawk” round-up at the Muelbach 
Hotel In Kansas City were uncanny and 
seemed to be spirit voices from another 
sphere. 

In the brilliance of the rising sun we de- 
scended the hazardous trail down the rocky, 
hand-hewn stairway that Indians had made 
centuries before white feet came this way. 
Several ladders were placed at intervals 
along the walis of the ciitf_s that were 
blotched with openings. 

These ladders led to the caves where 
Indians made their homes, ages ago,

hand-cut recesses, on the face of the bluffs 
reaching 300 to 400 feet high. Some of the 
larger caves, 100 to 200 feet high, open into 
two or more chambers. And some of these 
suites are fitted with iron beds and ma*- 
tresses, mirrors and bureaus. These are 
rented out to archeologists who come to 
this spot each summer to dig for treasures 
in the remnants of the one-time village and 
to ponder on the nature and customs of this 
once-populous community. 

The cliff homes probably housed 5000 
people at a time that is supposed to ante 
date the birth of Christ. 

When fear of enemies passed, the tribe 
lived in great community houses in the val- 
ley and tilled the soil. The ruins of the 
adobe community houss ani the central 
village bear witness to a population of sev- 
eral thousand who once lived in prosper- 
ous socialistic happiness, farming beans 
and sharing equally the community benefits. 
This is the home of “The Delightmakers,” 
immortalized in Bandelier’s history of a 
united Indian brotherhood. 

There if not a trace of a chapel any- 
where. The church never entered Frijoles 
Canyon.

ERE ie a recent Associated Press 
dispatch from New York to The 
Times: 

“Nine hundred cases ‘have been 
accepted at a birth-control clinic on Fifth 
avenue which has been in semisecret opera- 
tion for nearly a year, Margaret Sanger. 
oftarrested president of the American 
Birth Control League, disclosed today at a 


public jubilee luncheon of 400 prominent 
men and women. 


“The clinic is believed to be the first in 
the United States to continue in operation 
undisturbed by the police for any length of 
time. When Chief Inspector Labey learned 


“ of the institution on Fifth avenue he or 


dered detectives of the district to begin an 
immediate investigation of its methods and 
clientele. 

“Only married women have been treated 
at the Fifth-avenue clinic during the eleven 
months of its operation, said Dr. Bocker. 


Its work has proved so. beneficial to moth- 
ers—most of them already sick from rear- 
ing children, too poor to properly care for 
those they had, or threatened with death 
from further child bearing—that charitable 
institutions, hospitals, parishes, nurse or- 
ganizations and doctors, who at first kept 
relations with the clinic secret in fear of 
the police, gradually had come openly to 


send patients there. 


“Without exception those who appealed 
for medical aid or information professed a 
religion—33.5 per cent of them Protestant, 
32 per cent Catholic, 31 per cent Jewish 
and 3.5 per cent all other denominations.”

letters were lists of plants found in bloom 
during December and January, which ma 
terlally extended my own notes on the sub- 
ject kept through a number of years. 
The letter from Elsinore contained a list 
of forty-one plants which were found in 
bloom on December 24, just a week before 
the appearance of my article. From Santa 
Monica came a list of sixty-three plants 


that were in bloom during December, 1920. 


Of course such lengthy lists as these con- 
tained many plants which would not be 
counted as “flowers” in the ordinary ac 
ceptation of the term. Yet they are flow- 
ers to the botanist, and are also “indica- 
tors” of the mildness of climate which pre- 
vaiis during our midwinter months. And 
they show that the midwinter flora of 
Southern California stages a pretty exten- 
sive exhibition. A comparison of all the 
liste received showed 110 different plants, 
and of these fully one-half would be found 
in any book on “wild-fowers” of the re 
gion. 


Santa Monica List 


Santa Monica list was of special in- 
terest, because it indicated those 
plants which were blooming as “hold- 
overs” and those which carried bloom of 
the new season’s growth. One-half, an al- 
most unbelievable number, were of the lat- 
ter class. Among these were several which 
we do not ordinarily find in bleom so early, 
such as: . 
Manzanita (Uva-Ursa giauca,) which we 
usually expect first about February.

My first talk was with the priest. You 
have all seen his name in the papers. It 
is Ignatz Seipel, the man who is known 
as the Savior of Austria, the man who 
when the republic was drowning, when it 
had gone down twice under the wayes and 
was about to sink for the last time, went 
to London and saw the premiers of the 
great povers there in mecting. They 
could give him no help, but it was at their 
Suggestion that he appealed to the League 
_@f Nations, which with his aid has dragged 
this country out of the slough of despond 
and on to the shore. 

My audience with Monsignor Seipel took 
place in the splendid reception parlors of 
the Foreign Office, where under a gorgeous 
chandelier of carved brass, seated on gold- 
framed green satin chairs, around a mosaic 
table, the priest Chancellor of the repub- 
lic, the Minister of Foreign Affairs and my- 
self talked for an hour about Austria and 
the problems of the reconstruction and 
peace. 

His Excellency, the Chancellor of Aus 
tria, speaks some English but he prefers 
German, and the Foreign Minister acted 
as our interpreter. Dr. Grunberger is the 
perfect interpreter. 


He is Really an : 
Austrian Moses 


UT first let me say a word about this 

Christian statesman who, like Moses, is 
leading his people through the Sinaitic wil- 
derness of post-war construction toward 
the promised land of national prosperity. 
TI use the term “Christian statesman” ad- 
visedly. Dr. Seipel is a Christian by educa- 
tion and training, as well as in conduct and 
soul. He was bred a Roman Catholic 
priest, and he is now the leader of the 
Christian Socialist party, which has the ma- 
jority in the new republican parliament of 
Austria. 

He looks like a priest, or, I should say, 
more like a pope or a cardinal. Tall, 
straight and broad-shouldered, with a big 
dome of a head as free from hair, from 
the neck to the eyebrows as this paper 
on which I am writing, he weighs about 
180 pounds. 


I told Dr. Seipel that our people were 
greatly interested in him and that they 
would like to know how he, a priest, came 
to leave the peace of the church for the 
practical turmoil of politics. He replied: 


“My work in the church was largely 
along political lines. I wag a professor at 
the University of Salzburg, lecturing on 
social and political economy, when the 
World War broke out. My talks were 
abreast of the times, and it was a book on 
the state and nation, which I published in 
1916, that brought me, as it were, *to the 
front. My ideas of the situation attracted 
attention, and the old Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph asked me to form « delegation and 
go to Switzerland to confer with the foreign 
diplomats there as to the war and the pos- 
sibilities of its conclusion. 

“Later, in 1918, when the war was still 
warring, I wrote a second book on the re- 
construction of the empire, and this had 
something to do with my being asked to 
take a Cabinet place in the administration, 
headed by Dr. Lammasch. That ministry, 
however, lasted only fifteen days and was 
eueceeded by the revolution, which finally 
ended in the new republic of Austria. Since 
then | have been a part of the new govern- 
ment, and it has seemed my duty to do 
what little 1 could.”

Lunches With Him at 
Augarten Palace 


T WAS through introductions from the 

League at Geneva and Mr. Washburn, 
our Minister here, that I met Dr. Zimmer- 
man. Our first talk took place in his office 
in the Ministry of Finance in the heart of 
Vienna, and this was continued during a 
holiday afternoon when I lunched with him 
at the splendid Augarten Palace, which 
was built in 1665, was remodeled by Maria 
Theresa, and Was the residence of the 
Dowager Archduchess Maria Josepha until 
the war chased the Hapsburgs out of Eu- 
rope. 

During these conversations I was inter- 
ested in studying Dr. Zimmerman and try- 
ing to gauge his ability. That he is @ 
strong character is shown by the work he 
has done. Let me paint his portrait as 
well as I can with my pen. In the first 
place his physique is magnificent. More 
than six feet tall, straight, lithe and active, 
he weighs in the neighborhood of 200 
pounds. His head is large and well set and 
a trifle bald on the top. His hair is dark 
brown and his eyes are dark and serious. 
His general appearance is that of a 
scholar. He wears big gold spectacles with 
bows over the ears, and his dress both in 
the office and at his home is that of the 
business man rather than the statesman.

Painted floors, and by this I refer not to 
the ustal wood i but to the more 
bizarre shades, ha great charm in the 
right environment—that is, the country 
house or the informal sort of town resi- 
dence.

But the 
year following the acquisition of 
Alaska by the United States in 
1867 there was a sudden realiza- 
tion of seal values, which resulted 
in a free-for-all rush to the re- 
gion of their capture. The supply

Seals Caught in Morning 

Seals are caught early in the 
morning by men who run along 
the beach shouting and frighten- 
ing toward the interior the bache- 
lor seals they wish to kill so that 
the others may not witness the 
slaughter and perhaps teave for 
more remote regions. The ani- 
mals are struck In the head with 
a hammer-like weapon to kill 
them. When about fifty have bee 
killed they are skinne@ and * 
pelts salted heavily. Seal ix (he 
of the skina that must be cured 
to insure keeping. Curing takes 
from ten to twenty days. 


The first American dealers in 
seal skins dyed them a rich browh 
color. Burepe introduced biack 
dye later, and that has become 
the popular color for seal. * The 
skins may not be dyed in @ twuh, 
as are most other furs, for 
would make them stiff’ The dye 
must be painted on with a brush, 
ten or more coats, the
